A meeting was recently held with all parties to discuss outstanding items, including the sewer capacity 
allocation for PMI, an EDU buffer for potential future flow overages, EQ tank installation, a special 
services agreement for Tobyhanna and calculation of future overages over a thirty-day period.  

J. Lastowski stated Pocono is trying to make Tobyhanna/PMI whole and correct mistakes for which 
the Township was not responsible. Concerned that the other parties asked for proof of the 30-day 
standard being used with other customers, when the Township’s word should have been enough. L.
